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DISCUSSION 

Cho KR f 684, according to the Korean Office action dated 30 August 2004 in applicant's 
patent priority application Serial No. 1 0-2002-0058892, relates to a plasma display panel comprises 
a substrate (R) 5 an electrode (G, G f ), a phosphor (P), an additional phosphor (P 1 ), and a barrier rib ( 1 ). 
A barrier rib which divides the discharge area is formed on the substrate and an electrode is formed 
between the barrier rib and makes the discharge between the substrate and the electrode. A method 
of manufacturing the PDP comprises a step of forming a barrier rib on the substrate; a step of 
depositing cell phosphor between the barrier rib; and a step of forming an electrode on the upper part 
of the phosphor. The substrate is etched with a certain pattern and the barrier rib is in black color. 

Mun KR'002 relates to an upper substrate (21) and a lower substrate (22) which are made 
of glass provided in a plasma display panel(20). a common electrode (23a) and a scanning electrode 
(23b) are installed under the upper substrate (21). The common electrode (23a) and the scanning 
electrode (23b) are covered with a dielectric layer (24). A protecting layer (25) is formed on one 
surface of the dielectric layer (24). The lower substrate (22) is opposite to the upper substrate (21) 
. and the lower substrate (22). A fluorescent layer (29) is coated between the cross wall (28).
